+ OPIUM TRADE| THE FIRST ATLANTIC STEAMER. 


The First Steamer to Cross the Atlantic 
Was Canadian, 


In many quarters the idea seems to 
prevail—and we gave expression to it 
quite recently in an article on “Some 
Early steamships” (page 155\—that the 
first steamer to cross the Atlantic was 
“Savanah,” which in 18i¢ made the voy- 
age from the port of the same name in 


Georgia to Liverpool in twenty-five 
days. The Savanah, however, was nota 
steamship, and was under sail more than 
two-thirds of the way across. She was a 
full-rigged packet-ship, and had on her 
deck a small steam-engine, by means of 
which motion was given to the craft in 
smooth water when the wind failed. 
The log is full of such entries as: “Ats 
a.m. tacked ship to the westward;” took 
in the mizzen and foretop-gallant sails;” 
“(rot the steam up, ana it came on to 
blow fresh—we took wheels in on deck 
in thirty minutes;” “ Stopped wheels to 
clean the clinkers out of the furnace;” 
“ started wheels,” and so on. 

In 1s3S—as stated in the article on 
* Early steamships ” already referred to 
—the Sirius and the Great Western suc- 
cessfully made the journey from Eng- 
land to America; but five years before 
that date, Canadian enterprise accom- 
plished the feat of bridging the Atlantic 
ocean with a little vessel propelled 
wholly by steam. This was the Royal 
William, whose veautifal model was ex- 
hibited at the British Naval Exhibition 
in London, where she attracted the at- 
tention and curiosity of the first seamen 
intheempire. The Royal William— 
named in honor of the reigning sove- 
reign—was built in the city of Quebec by 
a Scotchman, James Goudie, who had 
served his time and learned his art at 
(rreenock. The keel was laid in the 
autumn of 1830; and her Luilder, then in 
his twenty-second year, writes: “ As] 
had the drawings and the form of the 
ship, atthe time a novelty in construc- 
tion, it devolved upon me to lay off and 
expand the draft to its full dimensions 
on the floor of the loft, where I made 
several alterations in the lines as im- 
provements. The steamship being duly 
commenced, the work progressed rapidly; 
and in May following, was duly launched, 
and before a large concourse of people 
was christened the “ Royal William.” 
~he was then taken to Montreal to have 
her engines, where I continued to super- 
intend the finishing of the cabins and 
des k-work. When completed, she had 
her trial trip, which proved quite satis- 
factory. Being late in the season before 
being completed. she only made a few 
trips to Hailfax.” 

the launching of this steamer was a 
great event in (mnebec.

pioneer Atlantic steamer: “The Ysabel 
Segunda, when completed at Sheerness 
Dockyard, took out ‘ieneral Alava, the 
Spanish ambassador, and (reneral Evans 
and most of his staff officers, to Saint 
Andero; and afterwards to St. Sebastian, 
having hoisted the Commodore’s 
broad pennant again at St. Andero; 
and was afterwarde employed in 
cruising between that port and Fuente 
Aralia, and acting in concert with the 
Legion against Don Carlos until the time 
of their service expired in 1837. She was 
then sent to Portsmouth with a part of 
those discharged from the service, and 
froir thence she was taken to London, 
and detained in the City Canal by Com- 
modore Henry until the claims of the 
oticers and crew on the Spanish Govern- 
ment were settled, which was ultimately 
accomplished by bills, and the otticers 
and crew discharged from the Spanish 
service about the latter end of 1837, and 
Ysabel Segunda delivered up to the 
Spanish ambassador, and after having 
her engines repaired, returned to Spain, 
and was soon afterwards sent to Bor- 
deaux,in France to have the hull re- 
paired. But on being surveved, it was 
found that the timbers were so mueh de- 
caved, that it was decided to build a new 
vessel to receive the engines, which was 
built there, and called by the same name, 
and now (1853) forms one of the reyal 
steam-navy of Spain, while her prede- 
cessor was converted into a hulk at Bor- 
deaux.” 

Tunis, in brief, is the history of the 
steamer Which plaved so important a 
vole in the maritime annals of Canada, 
England and Spain. Her mouel is safely 
stored in the rooms of the Literary and 
Historical society of (luebec, where it is 
an object of profound veneration. At 
the request of the Government, a copy of 


the model has been made, and forms 
part of the Canadian exhibit to the 
World's Fair at Chicago.—Chamber's

These jnward qualities needs to be 
nurtured and their outward forms 
of expression cultivated. Study of 
the characters of good people and 
observation of their manners will 
do much to aid in requiring a kKnow- 
ledge of the ways of really good 
society. Let the heart be right first 
and the rest is easily learned.

UNABLE TO AGREE- 
Alaska-British Columbia 
Boundary. 

Latest advices from Sitka say that 
the commissioners jointly appointed 
by Canada and the United States are 
nuable to come to an agreement with 
reference to the disputed boundary 

ine between Alaska and British Col- 
imbia. One of the United States en- 
gineers says that it will be necessary 
to bave an arbitration commission 
appointed to settle this question. 
Prof. King, of Ottawa, the Canadian 
commissioner, in accordance with the 
terms of the boundary treaty be- 
tween Russia and England, contends 
that the boundary line is denoted as 
being the summit of a certain range 
of mountains about forty miles from 
the coast line. The American — en- 
gineers have made twelve trips into 
the interior and encountered — one 
clear day, when numerous ploto- 
graphs were secured. They aver that 
no range of mountains exist in that 
vicinity. Lieutenant Commander 
Ackley, who has charge of the Amer-

that the only way the mat- 


ter can be amicably adjust- 
ed is for an arbitration to con- 
sider the Claims and surveys of both 
governments and then establish an 
international boundary _ line. The 
disputed territory lies betweea the 
Stickeen and Unusk rivere, an area 
of several thousand square miles, em- 
bracing a very valuable mining dis- 
triet and the jurisdiction over two 
excellent salmon streams. The terri- 
tory ix very valuable from a ¢com- 
mereial point of view and is well 
werth acquiring.

pacious regalia with lawn sleeves. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury, the Bishop of 
London, the Bishop of Oxford. and every 
other notable church dignitary was pre- 
sent. Members of the House of Com- 
mons crowded the accesses and standing 
room around the throne. The lobbies 
held so many people that they were im- 
passable until the police received orders 
to clear them. 

Outside of the parliament houses or- 
ganized bands from Conservative work- 
ingmen’s clubs, specially formed to incite 
a jubilant demonstration on the rejection 
of the Home Rule bill, began to assemble 
at 10 o'clock. Some hint of their inten- 
tion having reached the Radical work- 
ingmen’s clubs and Irish societies, small 
detachments of these soon appeared on 
the scene. Asa brawl was feared, the 
police, having been reinforced, broke up 
the different groups and kept them mov- 
ing. Manv of the Tory clubsmen, tind- 
ing their ovation scheme balked, then 
cleared off.and the crowd outside dimin- 
ished as time passed without the an- 
nouncement of the division. 

The debate in the house reached the 
acme of dullness in the Earl of Morley’s 
maundering’s against the bill, A num- 
berof other peers were on the roll to 
speak, but a sense of weariness atfected 
themas well as the house generally. 
Lord Salisbury seizing a chance during 
a momentary pause, rose at 10.50 o'clock 
amid rapturous cheers, and began the 
closing speech, and spoke for an hour 
and a quarter. His conclusion was 
marked by qniet eloquence. 

The Earl of Kimberley, Lord President 
of the Conrcil, and Secretary of State for 
India, brietly replied to Lord Salisbury. 

The Lord Chancellor then put the mo- 
tion for the second reading of the bill. 
He caused some merriment by crying “I 


think the ‘contents’ have it.” Very 
lond and determined was the rival ery, 
“the non-contents have it.’

LAKE WINNIPEG. 


a Trip Up North by Dr, Pat- 
terson. 


Account of 


Dr. Patterson, of Winnipeg, recently 
returned from a fifteen day’s trip, ex- 
tending to Norway House, 340 miles 
north of Selkirk. The Tribune gives this 
account of the trip:—The first part of the 
journey was made in the City of Selkirk, 
a splendid boat with comfortable cabins, 
excellent sleeping accommodation and 
first-class meals; evervthing clean and 
nice. and very obliging otlicers. This 
boat brought him to Grand Rapids. 
Near this point le visited Selkirk Island, 
where the fishing operations of three 
companies are carried on. Each com- 
pany has about a dozen sail boats and a 
tuy. They vo out about ” or 3 o'clock 
in the morning, returning at noon, the 
crafts each laden with from 1,000 to 
244) whitefish. The fish are thoroughly 
cleaned, frozen and made ready for ex- 
pert. The companies use about $20,000 
worth of salt annually: the nets are val- 
ued at the same figure. The annual out- 
pat reaches almost a quarter of a million 
dollars. The offal is boiled and the oil 
sold to the C. P. R. for axle grease. The 
companies employ So0men. This vear 
the fishing operations are finished a 
month ahead of the close season; the 
freezers are filled. As to the depletion 


of the lake, Dr. Patterson thinks there is | 


nothing toit. There is no indication of 


any decrease; the companies so far have | 


only fished in little corners of the lake. 
From Grand Rapids he took a six anda 


half davs’ trip by sail boat down to the | 


north end of the lake, through the bean- 
tifal Nelson river into Play Green lake 
and to Norway House. He met Jimmy 
Campbell, once a popular member of the 
rowing club. Campbell expects to visit 
Winnipeg ina few weeks. The garden 
at Norway House is equal to Salter’s. 
Vegetables of every description have 
matured. Red currant bushes have act- 
ually flattened to the ground with their 
wealth of dead-ripe fruit. While cross- 
ing Play Green lake, which is full of 
shoals and islands, Dr. Patterson’s party 
met witha mishap.
